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respective first and second lateral sides of the 
connector, 

wherein the second conductor receiving channel comprises 
opposing concave surfaces having different shapes, and a 
aide surface between the opposing concave surfaces having 
a substantially flat shape, and wherein the third 
conductor receiving channel comprises opposing concave 
surfaces and a side surface between the opposing concave 
surfaces having a substantially flat shape.

a first section having a first conductor receiving 
channel extending into a top side of the connector; and 

a second section integrally formed with the first
